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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a head lining io: 
structure capable of easily and securely housing and taking Z6 V 

out small goods such as a card at a low cost without 
hindering appearance inside a car room nor giving the 
pressure to an occupant of the vehicle. 
SOLUTION: A card holder 36 is prpvided in an upper bottom 
part 26 of a visor housing part 22 for housing a sun visor 18 
when unnecessary, and a card can be inserted between a 
base part 32 and a holder part 36 of the card holder 30 from 
a nearly rear side of the vehicle 10. When the. sun visor 18 
is housed in the visor housing part 22 in the condition that 
the card is inserted between the base part 32 and/the 
holder part 34, the card holder 30 is covered with the sun 
visor 18, and the card holder 30 is not seen from an 
occupant side. With this structure, the card holder 30 can 
be provided and the card can be inserted without hindering 
appearance inside the room of the vehicle 10 nor giving the 
pressure to the occupant

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Headlining structure characterized by providing the following. The head liner with which 
the sun visor prepared corresponding to the seat of the aforementioned vehicles was connected 
possible [ rotation displacement ] while being prepared in the interior-of^a-room side of the 
aforementioned vehicles rather than the roof panel of vehicles, the electrode holder which has the 
saccate stowage which carried out opening towards the abbreviation back side of the 
aforementioned vehicles while being prepared in [ while carrying out opening to the aforementioned 
roof panel by the aforementioned head liner towards opposite direction / the visor hold section 
formed in the aforementioned head liner possible / hold of the aforementioned sun visor / in its 
inside, and the aforementioned raised bottom section of the aforementioned visor hold section ] one 
— a member 

[Claim 2] Headlining structure according to claim 1 characterized by having the box-like section with 
which the abbreviation front side was stopped by the aforementioned electrode-holder member 
rather than the pars intermedia which met the cross direction of the aforementioned vehicles among 
openings in the aforementioned raised bottom section while carrying out opening in the 
aforementioned raised bottom section towards the direction side of abbreviation opening of the 
aforementioned visor hold section. 

[Claim 3] Headlining structure according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by establishing two or more 
aforementioned saccate stowages in the aforementioned electrode-holder member along with the 
abbreviation longitudinal direction of the aforementioned vehicles.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] It is related with the headlining structure which 

constitutes the ceiling section of vehicles. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As for card stowages, such as an oil supply card used in a gas station 
at the time of the prepaid card for charge payment of a toll road, or oil supply, it is desirable to be 
prepared near the drivers seat so that it can take out immediately at the time of card use. For this 
reason, card stowages, such as a slit for card insertion, are established in the rear face (field of the 
side which will counter with a head liner in the state where a sun visor is not used if it says to a 
detail) of a sun visor prepared until now corresponding to the driver s seat, and the example is 
indicated by JP,61~196810,U and JP,1 1-34660.A. 

[0003] When not using a mirror, the front face of this mirror is established for the slit for card 
insertion in the rear face (a mirror and field of the side which counters) of a wrap lid, and a card etc. 
can be inserted in a slit and can be made for the type with which the mirror was prepared in the 
rear face to be in a sun visor, and to hold from an abbreviation cross direction outside with the 
composition indicated by JP,61-196810,U now. 

[0004] Moreover, the front face of a mirror is established for the slit for card insertion in the rear 
face of a wrap lid, and also the tongue-shaped piece which has elasticity on the surface of a lid can 
be prepared, and a card etc. can be made to pinch with a tongue-shaped piece and a lid with the 
elasticity of this tongue-shaped piece in the composition indicated by JP,1 1-34660,A now. 
[0005] On the other hand, the composition which prepares a card stowage is also considered in 
addition to the sun visor, and the example is indicated by JP.4-63740.A. 

[0006] With the composition indicated by JP.4-63740A it has the main part of a electrode holder of 
a tabular attached in the head liner. With the head liner, the receipt crevice which carried out 
opening is formed by the opposite side at this main part of a electrode holder, and a card etc. can 
be contained now to this receipt crevice. Moreover, the piece of elastic maintenance which has 
elasticity is attached in the pars basilaris ossis occipitalis of a receipt crevice, and the card 
contained to the receipt crevice can be pinched now in the piece of elastic maintenance, and a 
receipt crevice. 

[0007] A receipt crevice can be covered with lid covering by rotating lid covering until lid covering is 
connected with this main part of a electrode holder free [ rotation ] through the hinge etc. and the 
receipt crevice of the main part of a electrode holder and the rear face of lid covering counter. 
[0008] Furthermore, the clip is formed in the front face of this lid covering, and the card of the size 
which cannot be contained to a receipt crevice etc. can be made to hold with a clip now. 
[0009] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] By the way, when it is going to contain two or more 
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cards with the composition which a card etc. is inserted [ composition ] in a slit and makes it hold 
from an abbreviation cross direction outside like JP,61 -196810,11 or JP f 1 1-34660.A among the 
conventional composition which was mentioned above, along with the cross direction, you have to 
form two or more slits. However, though two or more cards shift to the cross direction when it 
considers as such composition, if the part laps with the card of the side in the thickness direction 
and it is going to sample a desired card, even cards other than the card which a card and a finger 
tend to interfere in other cards and tend to sample may extract, and the card may be omitted. 
[0010] With the composition which holds a card on the other hand by elastic members, such as the 
tongue-shaped piece and the piece of elastic maintenance like JP,11-34660,A or JP.4-63740A and 
a clip, in order to have to pinch a card with the elasticity of an elastic member in an elastic member, 
and a lid and a receipt crevice, when not making the card pinch, you have to make the crevice 
between an elastic member, and a lid and a receipt crevice smaller than the thickness of a card. 
Therefore, in case a card is made to pinch, the elasticity of an elastic member can be resisted, the 
crevice between an elastic member, and a lid and a receipt crevice must be extended, and a card 
cannot be made to pinch smoothly. 

[001 1] Furthermore, with the composition which forms separately the main part of a electrode 
holder, lid covering, etc., and attaches them in a head liner like JP.4-63740A in the part mark of 
vehicles increasing and only the part which needs such a main part of a electrode holder, lid 
covering, etc. becoming cost quantity, since the process which attaches such a main part of a 
electrode holder, lid covering, etc. is needed, a man day increases, and it becomes cost quantity too. 

[0012] Furthermore, possibility of spoiling the appearance of the vehicles interior of a room in an 
interval with vehicles crew's body attaching the main part of a electrode holder, lid covering, etc. in 
only the part of the main part of a electrode holder or lid covering giving a feeling of oppression to 
narrowing and vehicles crew by attaching the main part of a electrode holder, lid covering, etc. with 
the composition which forms separately the main part of a electrode holder, lid covering, etc., and 
attaches them in a head liner is high. 

[0013] It is the purpose to acquire the headlining structure which can make receipt and ejection of 
accessories, such as a card, easily and reliable at cheap cost, without spoiling the fine sight of the 
vehicles interior of a room, or this invention giving vehicles crew a feeling of oppression in 
consideration of the above-mentioned fact 
[0014] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] While headlining structure according to claim 1 is prepared in the 
interior-of-a-room side of the aforementioned vehicles rather than the roof panel of vehicles The 
head liner with which the sun visor prepared corresponding to the seat of the aforementioned 
vehicles was connected possible [ rotation displacement ], The visor hold section formed in its 
inside possible [ hold of the aforementioned sun visor ] at the aforementioned head liner while 
carrying out opening to the aforementioned roof panel by the aforementioned head liner towards 
opposite direction, While being prepared in the aforementioned raised bottom section of the 
aforementioned visor hold section in one, it has the electrode-holder member which has the saccate 
stowage which carried out opening towards the abbreviation back side of the aforementioned 
vehicles. 

[0015] With the headlining structure of the above-mentioned composition, the sun visor connected 
with the head liner is held in the abbreviation box-like visor hold section formed in the head liner, 
and the light of the sun inserted through a windshield by the sun visor by carrying out the variation 
rate of the sun visor suitably a center [ a joining segment with a head liner ] etc. can be avoided. 
[0016] moreover, the electrode-holder member prepared in the raised bottom section of the visor 
hold section by carrying out the variation rate of the sun visor from this visor hold section to the 
grade which the raised bottom section of the visor hold section exposes in general — exposing — 
this state — a electrode holder — a card, accessories, etc. can be inserted in the saccate stowage 
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of a member furthermore — if a sun visor is held in the visor hold section in this state — a 
electrode holder — a member and a electrode holder — a card, accessories, etc. which were 
inserted in the saccate stowage of a member are covered by the sun visor For this reason, the 
appearance of the vehicles interior of a room improves. 

[0017] and the sun visor held in the visor hold section in spite of having inserted neither a card nor 
accessories in the saccate stowage in this invention — a electrode holder — a member and a 
electrode holder — for a wrap reason, a sun visor does not give a feeling of oppression for a card, 
accessories, etc. which were inserted in the saccate stowage of a member to vehicles crew 
[0018] Furthermore, in this invention, the saccate stowage is carrying out opening towards the 
abbreviation back side of vehicles, and in case a card and accessories are moreover inserted only 
by inserting a card and accessories from the opening edge of a saccate stowage, exceptional 
resistance is not received. For this reason, a card, accessories, etc. can be inserted smoothly. 
[0019] In addition, in this invention, the size of each part grade etc. should just be set as the grade 
in which the visor hold section can hold a sun visor. However, it can prevent or mitigate preferably 
that the accessories which are the size of each part grade of the visor hold section and setting up 
the position of the raised bottom section especially, and were held in the saccate stowage interfere 
in the grade by which the crevice about [ of assuming insertion to a saccate stowage / of 
accessories ] thickness is formed between a sun visor and a electrode-holder member where a sun 
visor is held in the visor hold section at a sun visor. 

[0020] moreover — this invention — a electrode holder — although it does not limit especially 
concerning the quality of the material of a member, it is using the reticulated member formed in the 
saccate stowage for example at least by knitting the sheet members (for example, the sheet of 
synthetic-resin material, cloth, a hide, etc.) or the fibrous member which can bend, and even if 
thickness, a configuration, etc. of the card inserted in a saccate stowage, accessories, etc. change, 
it can insert in a saccate stowage smoothly 

[0021] Furthermore, the effect that the kind of the card inserted in the saccate stowage, 
accessories, etc. can be checked easily can also be added because at least a part forms this 
saccate stowage by a transparent web material or a transparent reticulated member. 
[0022] In this invention according to claim 1, it is characterized by having the box-like section with 
which the abbreviation front side was stopped by the aforementioned electrode-holder member 
rather than the pars intermedia which met the cross direction of the aforementioned vehicles among 
openings in the aforementioned raised bottom section while carrying out opening of the headlining 
structure according to claim 2 in the aforementioned raised bottom section towards the direction 
side of abbreviation opening of the aforementioned visor hold section. 

[0023] In the headlining structure of the above-mentioned composition, the box-like section which 
carried out opening towards the direction side of abbreviation opening of the visor hold section is 
formed in the raised bottom section of the visor hold section, and this box-like section is carrying 
out opening in the raised bottom section (that is, when the visor hold sections including this box-like 
section are seen, it is the so-called two-step bottom). 

[0024] Here, the abbreviation front side is stopped by the electrode-holder member rather than the 
pars intermedia to which the opening edge of this box-like section met the cross direction of 
vehicles, for this reason, this box-like section — the inside — and a electrode hdder — 
accessories etc. can be laid above a member 

[0025] Headlining structure according to claim 3 is characterized by establishing two or more 
aforementioned saccate stowages in the aforementioned electrode-holder member along with the 
abbreviation longitudinal direction of the aforementioned vehicles in this invention according to claim 
1 or 2. 

[0026] With the headlining structure of the above-mentioned composition, since two or more 
saccate stowages are established in the electrode-holder member, two or more cards and 
accessories can be contained. 
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[0027] Here, in this invention, along with the abbreviation longitudinal direction of vehicles, each 
saccate stowage is located in a line, namely, receipt of the card to each saccate stowage, 
accessories, etc., the direction of sampling, and the array direction of a saccate stowage are 
carrying out the abbreviation rectangular cross. For this reason, even if it is the case where a card, 
accessories, etc. are sampled from one saccate stowage in the state where a card and accessories 
are held in each of the saccate stowage which adjoins mutually, for example, a card, accessories, 
etc. which were inserted in the saccate stowage of another side cannot interfere, a card and 
accessories can be sampled smoothly, and, moreover, a card, accessories, etc. which were inserted 
in the saccate stowage of another side do not fall out 
[0028] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] The interior of a room of the vehicles 10 which applied the 
headlining structure concerning the gestalt of 1 operation of this invention to drawing 1 is shown by 
the perspective diagram, drawing in the state where the ceiling portion was looked up at near the 
drivers seat of vehicles 10 is shown in drawing 2 , and the cross section of the ceiling portion of the 
vehicles in the portion near the driver s seat is shown in drawing 3 . In addition, in the following 
explanation, it is based on vehicles 10 about each direction of right and left and the upper and lower 
sides approximately. 

[0029] As shown in these drawings, the head liner 14 which constitutes the ceiling section of 
vehicles 10 is formed in the interior-of-a-room side (namely, abbreviation lower part) of the vehicles 
10 of the roof panel 12 which constitutes the roof of vehicles 10. It differs in the roof panel 1 2 
fabricated with the metal plate, and the head liner 14 is formed by fabricating for example 
comparatively hard synthetic-resin material, and is connected with the body composition member of 
roof panel 12 grade in one by the predetermined part of vehicles 10. 

[0030] Moreover, although this head liner 14 is fundamentally made into the thickness direction 
along the vertical direction, in the front end and back end side, it is curving below suitably along with 
roof panel 1 2 grade. 

[0031] Furthermore, as shown in drawing 1 and drawing 3 , the supporter 16 is formed near the front 
end section of the head liner 14, and the sun visor 18 is connected with the head liner 14 through 
this supporter 16. As the head liner 14 is the plate-like part material fabricated by the 
predetermined configuration and it is shown in drawing 1 , it is the longitudinal direction end side, 
and the crosswise end side is connected with the supporter 16. 

[0032] It consists of shafts, rotation of it is enabled to the head liner 14 until a sun visor 18 
interferes in the head liner 14 or windshield glass 20, and a supporter 16 can interrupt the light of 
the sun put through windshield glass 20 because the vehicles crew who sat down to the drivers 
seat rotates this sun visor 18 suitably etc. 

[0033] The visor hold section 22 is formed in the head liner 14 corresponding to this sun visor 18. 
This visor hold section 22 is formed of what the head liner 14 can be dented for to the fixed range 
roof panel 12 side (that is, it is made to crook or curve), and, similarly its size of the visor hold 
section 22 in plane view is larger than the size of the sun visor 18 in plane view. 
[0034] Therefore, it is the composition that a sun visor 18 can be held inside the visor hold section 
22 because the longitudinal direction of a sun visor 18 rotates a sun visor 18 to the head liner 14 
along with a longitudinal direction to the state where the cross direction of a sun visor 18 meets an 
abbreviation cross direction. 

[0035] Moreover, this visor hold section 22 is equipped with the raised bottom section 26. More 
nearly besides than other portions of the head liner 14, the pars basilaris ossis occipitalis 26 is 
located in the ** roof panel 12 side, and is considered in general as abbreviation parallel to the roof 
panel 12. furthermore, the formation position of the raised bottom section 26 etc. is set up so that 
this depth size may become larger than the thickness size of a sun visor 18 (that is, it becomes 
deep — as), when the vertical direction length from the extension of the inferior surface of tongue 
(namely, the roof panel 12 of the head liner 14 field of an opposite side) of the head liner 14 to the 
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raised bottom section 16 is made into the depth size of the visor hold section 22 
[0036] Although you can make it located inside the visor hold section 22 because a sun visor 18 
makes it rotate suitably as mentioned above this state — in addition — and the sun-visor hold 
state 0 where the inferior-surface-of-tongue top of a sun visor 18 is located on extension of the 
inferior surface of tongue of the head liner 14 namely, the inferior surface of tongue of the head 
liner 14 and the inferior surface of tongue of a sun visor 18 — abbreviation flat-tapped — or 
Although it does not become flat^tapped, in the state with few amounts of protrusions to the lower 
part of the inferior surface of tongue of the sun visor 18 to the extension top of the inferior surface 
of tongue of the head liner 14, a crevice is formed between the upper surface of a sun visor 18, and 
the inferior surface of tongue of the raised bottom section 26. 

[0037] Furthermore, as shown in drawing 1 or drawing 3 , the accessories stowage 28 as the box- 
like section is formed in the raised bottom section 26 at one. On the whole, this accessories 
stowage 28 is an abbreviation enclosed type-like, is formed in the roof panel 12 side rather than the 
raised bottom section 26 of the visor hold section 22 mentioned above, and is carrying out opening 
in the raised bottom section 26. That is, when the head liners 14 including this accessories stowage 
28 and the visor hold section 22 are seen, the cross-section configuration is the two-step bottom 
configuration where two bottoms were gradually formed in the roof panel 12 side. 
[0038] Moreover, as shown in drawing 1 or drawing 3 , the card holder 30 as a electrode-holder 
member is formed in the raised bottom section 26. 

[0039] The card holder 30 is equipped with the base 32. This base 32 is made into the shape of an 
abbreviation rectangle with a bigger longitudinal direction size than the opening size of the 
accessories stowage 28 in alignment with the abbreviation longitudinal direction with the bendable 
network (network)-like sheet. Through this base 32, in the raised bottom section 26, it is prepared in 
the opposite side so that the electrode-holder section 34 as a saccate stowage may overlap a base 
32. This electrode-holder section 34 as well as a base 32 is made into the shape of a bigger 
abbreviation rectangle than the opening size of the accessories stowage 28 where the longitudinal 
direction size met the abbreviation longitudinal direction with the bendable reticulated sheet 
Moreover, although the front end section of the electrode-holder section 34 is in the front end 
section and the homotopic of a base 32, the back end section of the electrode-holder section 34 is 
located in a front side rather than the back end section of a base 32. 

[0040] In addition, as long as it says further about a base 32 and the electrode-holder section 34, a 
reticulated sheet [ being the same (one) ] may be folded up and the composition which considers as 
a base 32 and makes another side the electrode-holder section 34 while piling up the reticulated 
sheet of two sheets may be [ the composition which considers as a base 32 and makes another side 
the electrode-holder section 34 while overlapping may be used, and ] used. 

[0041] Moreover, with the gestalt of this operation, although it was the composition which used a 
base 32 and the electrode-holder section 34 as the reticulated sheet, even if there are little base 32 
and electrode-holder section 34, either may consist of transparence and a web material which can 
bend [ that it is translucent or opaque and ]. 

[0042] On the other hand, as for this electrode-holder section 34, the longitudinal direction pars 
intermedia is connected with a base 32 and one by the suture etc. along the cross direction. 
Thereby, between a base 32 and the electrode-holder sections 34 is divided into plurality (the 
gestalt of this operation three) along with the longitudinal direction of a base 32 and the electrode- 
holder section 34. 

[0043] Furthermore, the card holder 30 is equipped with the frame 36. A frame 36 is the cylindrical 
member crooked in the shape of [ which carriedjaut opening to the abbreviation back side by plane 
view corresponding to the longitudinal direction both ends and the front end section of a base 32 
which were mentioned above ] a concave, each longitudinal direction both ends and the front end 
section are fixed to a frame 36 in one, and a base 32 and the electrode-holder section 34 are held. 
[0044] Although the back end section is being fixed to the raised bottom section 26 so that it may 
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be located in cross-direction pars intermedia among the opening edges of the accessories stowage 
28, and the card holder 30 of the above composition is carrying out opening of the accessories 
stowage 28 by the back side for this reason [ pars intermedia / cross-direction / the ], it is stopped 
with the front side by the card holder 30 rather than cross-direction pars intermedia. 
[0045] Next, an operation and effect of the gestalt of this operation are explained. 
[0046] By the vehicles 10 which applied the headlining structure concerning the gestalt of this 
operation The sun visor 18 connected with the head liner 14 through the supporter 16 formed in the 
head liner 14 Usually, it holds in the visor hold section 22 formed in the head liner 14. In making it 
rotate suitably towards a request of a sun visor 18 focusing on a supporter 16 from this state, for 
example, locating a sun visor 18 in the direction side of incidence of a solar light to crew's eyes The 
light of the sun put through windshield glass 20 etc. is interrupted by the sun visor 18. 
[0047] Moreover, the card holder 30 prepared in the raised bottom section 26 of the visor hold 
section 22 is exposed by carrying out the variation rate of the sun visor 18 from this visor hold 
section 22 to the grade which the raised bottom section 26 of the visor hold section 22 exposes in 
general. It gets down, and since [ which is carrying out opening towards the back side between the 
electrode-holder section 34 and the base 32 ] the electrode-holder section 34 is formed in this card . 
holder 30 as mentioned above, it can insert a card 38 (refer to drawing 2 ) from a back side between 
this electrode-holder section 34 and base 32 (it can insert). In the state of the plug of the card 38 
of a between [ this electrode-holder section 34 and base 32 ] (this state is hereafter called a "card 
plug state" for convenience), since a card 38 is supported by the electrode-holder section 34 from 
a lower part, a card 38 is held in the state of a card plug. 

[0048] If a sun visor 18 is held to the visor hold section 22 in this state, a card holder 30 and a card 
38 will be covered by the sun visor 18. In this state, a card holder 30 and a card 38 cannot be 
checked by looking from an opposite side in the raised bottom section 26 through a sun visor 18. 
Therefore, this sake, Inserting having formed the card holder 30 or a card 38 between a base 32 and 
the electrode-holder section 34 does not spoil the indoor fine sight of vehicles 10 0. Namely, it is 
not concerned with whether a card 38 is inserted between the electrode-holder section 34 and a 
base 32 moreover it can maintain or improve the appearance of the vehicles interior of a room. If it 
holds in the visor hold section 22, for a wrap reason, a card holder 30 will not give a feeling of 
oppression for the card 38 inserted between a card holder 30 and the electrode-holder section 34, 
and the base 32 to the crew of vehicles 10 by the sun visor 18. 

[0049] Furthermore, with the gestalt of this operation, a base 32 and the electrode-holder section 
34 are formed with the reticulated sheet, the card 38 does not only support the card 38 inserted 
between the electrode-holder section 34 and the base 32 from a lower part in the electrode-holder 
section 34, and the card 38 is not necessarily pinched with the elasticity of a base 32 or the 
electrode-holder section 34 etc. For this reason, the smooth plug of a card 38 becomes possible. 
[0050] And since opening of between the electrode-holder section 34 and a base 32 is carried out 
by the back side, a card 38 will be taken out and inserted from a back side. For this reason, in being 
able to take out and insert a card 38 in natural operation compared with the case where it takes out 
and inserts to a longitudinal direction, since the door of vehicles etc. does not interfere in the 
operation, extraction and insertion of a card 38 becomes easy. 

[0051] Moreover, since it is divided into right and left by the suture etc. between the electrode- 
holder section 34 and the base 32, it can insert a card 38 in divided each individually. Furthermore, 
since opening of between the electrode-holder section 34 and a base 32 is carried out towards the 
back side, a card 38 will be inserted from back. On the other hand, since it is divided into right and 
left between the electrode-holder section 34 and the base 32, even . if it tends to adjoin temporarily 
between the electrode-holder sections 34 and the bases 32 which were divided into right and left, 
tends to insert a card 38 and tends to sample the either, the finger which is going to sample the . 
card 38 and this card 38 of one of these does not interfere in the card 38 of another side, or it does 
not receive the interference from the card 38 of another side. It seems that for this reason, it 
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interferes in the card 38 which does not have the need of sampling in being able to take out and 
insert a card 38 smoothly, and this card 38 is not omitted. 

[0052] Moreover, with the gestalt of this operation, since the electrode-holder section 34 is formed 
with the reticulated sheet the mark of the inside card 38, a pattern, a character, etc. can be easily 
checked from the meshes of a net of the electrode-holder section 34, and the kind of card 38 etc. 
can be recognized easily. 

[0053] It is possible to put in a hand in the accessories stowage 28 with the gestalt of this operation 
on the other hand from the portion which is not stopped by the card holder 30 among openings of 
the accessories stowage 28, i.e., the opening edge of the accessories stowage 28. For this reason, 
accessories are put in in the accessories stowage 28 from this opening, and accessories can be 
contained in the accessories stowage 28 by laying on a card holder 30. Accessories and accessories 
stowage 28 the very thing contained in this accessories stowage 28 is also covered by the sun visor 
18 by holding a sun visor 18 to the visor hold section 22, and cannot check by looking the 
accessories contained by the accessories stowage 28 and its inside from the opposite side in the 
raised bottom section 26 through a sun visor 18. For this reason, inserting having formed the card 
holder 30 or a card 38 between a base 32 and the electrode-holder section 34 does not spoil the 
indoor fine sight of vehicles 10 (that is, the appearance of the vehicles interior of a room can be 
maintained or improved). 

[0054] Moreover, as for the opening edge of the accessories stowage 28, the front side is stopped 
by the card holder 30 rather than the pars intermedia, and for this reason, accessories will be 
inserted from a back side rather than the pars intermedia of the opening edge of the accessories 
stowage 28, and will be laid on a card holder 30 by the front side rather than pars intermedia. Thus, 
since receipts and payments of the accessories from back can be performed in natural operation 
compared with receipts and payments from right and left, accessories can be taken in and out 
smoothly and easily. And though the accessories in the accessories stowage 28 move by the inertia 
to right and left when the vehicles 10 under run turn to right and left since the card holder 30 in 
which accessories are laid has stopped the front side in the longitudinal-direction whole region 
among the opening edges of the accessories stowage 28 rather than cross-direction pars intermedia 
for example, accessories are not omitted from the inside of the accessories stowage 28. 
[0055] Furthermore, since the base 32 and the electrode-holder section 34 which constitute a card 
holder 30 are formed with the reticulated sheet, they can check easily a configuration, the mark and 
the pattern, a character, etc. of accessories (namely, accessories on a card holder 30) in the 
accessories stowage 28 from the meshes of a net of a base 32 and the electrode-holder section 34, 
and can recognize the kind of accessories etc. easily. 
[0056] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, in this invention, take out a card, accessories, etc. and 
insert easily to a electrode-holder member. Receipt, Since it is located in the rear-face side of the 
sun visor by which it not only can carry out drawing, but the card inserted in the electrode-holder 
member or the electrode-holder member, accessories, etc. were held in the visor hold section, 
Without giving crew a feeling of oppression, moreover, by being covered by the sun visor, a card, 
accessories, etc. which were inserted in the electrode-holder member or the electrode-holder 
member can be hidden, and the fine sight of the vehicles interior of a room can also be maintained 
or improved.
